1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to servo write head, classified in class 360, subclass 
317. 

II. Claims 15-28, drawn to method of making a head, classified in class 29, 
subclass 603.14. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). 

In the instant case Group I directs to a servo write head, which claims a 
product with some process related limitation, such as "batch processing," "blending, 
grinding, machining, and faceting." A "product by process" claim is directed to the 
product per se, no matter how actually made, see In re Hirao, 190 USPQ 15 at 17 
(footnote 3 CCPC, 5/27/76); In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 5/18/72); In re Luck, 
177 USPQ 523 (CCPA, 4/26/73); In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA, 1/10/74); In 
re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964 (CAFC, 11/21/85). The patentability of the final product in 
a "product by process" claim must be determined by the product itself and not the 
actual process and an old or obvious product produced by a new method is not 
patentable as a product, whether claimed in "product by process" claims or not. It 
means that the process related limitations would not be counted in examination. In 
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this application, the portions to be examined of the servo write head recited in Group I 
can be made without the particular process recited in Group II, such as "batch 
processing," "blending, grinding, machining, and faceting." 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
